where, getting a 
fresh horse he galloped away in the 
night to Academ ia, where again he 
left his exhausted horse, and mount­ 
ing another, rode as fast as the 
horse could carry him to Port Roy­ 
al, when his dispatch was at once 
sent to G overnor Curtin, at H arris­ 
burg, and by him to the W ar de­ 
partm ent, which, in turn, sent to 
Meade, so that when the sun rose 
on the morning of July I, Meade 
knew th at the battle would begin 
that day, and ordered all his force 
concentrated on Gettysburg.

On the battlefield she toiled under 
I the scorching sun, and the pouring 


I rains, with not a thought but for 
those who were suffering and dying 
all around her. 
Atter the war she 
w rote: 
"I m ark my hospital days as the 
best ones, and thank God for the 
way in which He led me into the 
good 
work, and for the strength 
which kept me through it all." 


There are 755 bronze tablets on 
pedestals, 4U4 iron talbets on the 
field here.

After the close of tilt* battle 
of Gettysburg, the 
body of a 
Federal soldier was found 
on 
Stratton street, near York street. 
Tightly grasped in the dead sol­ 
dier’s hand was an ambrotype 
likeness of three children, and 
on them his last gaze had fas­ 
tened. 
He was buried on a lot 
of Judge Russell’s near where 
he was found. 


The incident awoke the ten ­ 
derest 
sympathies 
of 
Dr. 
J . 
Francis 
Bournes, 
of 
Philadel­ 
phia, who borrowed th e picture 
and 
had 
thousands 
of copies 
struck and widely circulated. A 
copy reaching C attaraugus coun­ 
ty, New York, was recognized 
as the children of Orderly S er­ 
geant Humiston, of 
the 154th 
New* York Regim ent of C ostar’s 
brigade, 11 til corps. 


Sergeant Humiston was bur­ 
ied in the New York section of 
graves in tile National cemetery. 


The fund created by the sale 
of the photographs formed the 
nucleus 
for the Soldiers’ 
O r­ 
phans’ Home, for som e years at 
Gettysburg, 
and

children 
were brought here and educated, 
the m other for a tim e being 
m atron of the institution.

Hancock avenue just south of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
monument 
there stands a small monument of 
a figure whose relative rank in the 
Army of the Potomac was of no 
particular significance other than 
that of spiritual advisor, counselor 
of the young and administrator to 
the dying or wounded. It is that of 
Father William Corby, of New York 
state, chaplain of the Irish brigade 
which played such a prominent part 
in the battle at Gettysburg. 
Father William Corby, small of 
stature but with an indomitable will 
and determination; orator of note, 
friend of all and fearless, joined 
the Irish brigade when Lincoln is­ 
sued his call for volunteers. On to 
Gettysburg this brigade eventually I 
found its way and Father Corby was 
still among the men. 
On the afternoon of July 2. 1863, * 
General Meade discovered that his 
orders had been disobeyed by one 
of his subordinates and Ural Little 
Round Top was unoccupied. 
This 
w'as a strategic position and meant 
considerable to the Union forces. 
Meade insisted that this position be 
held at any cost. 
It formed a de­ 
fensive spot from which the Union 
forces could withstand or repulse j 
attacks from the Confederates. 
General Meade assigned a divi­ 
sion to Little Round Top to hold 
this .section of the Union line and 
to resist the stubborn attack being 
waged by the Gray. 
De Troll Wand s brigade was giving 
ground 
at 
the 
Wheatfield. 
He 
needed re-enforcements to support j 
a portion of the extended Union 
line. Hancock sent Caldwell’s Divi­ 
sion to the Top. 
As these fighting 
warriors of the Empire State formed 
in line to march to their new posi­ 
tion, Father William Corby stepped 
to the head of the column and asked 
that a halt lie called.

turned and watched the venerable I 
prelate* step atop a small rock, raise 
his right hand and each man bowed

Lee’s Opportunity 
Many leading critics consider this 
to have been Lee’s greatest oppor­ 
tunity and that he did not take ad­ 
vantage of it. During the night the 
Union men had an opportunity to 
establish a line of defease that held 
off the Confederates the following 
day. 
General Lee’s report on the first 
day s engagement follows: 
"The leading division of Hill met

youth from China fought bravely 
at Gettysburg and yielded up his 
life for the Stars and Stripes dur­ 
ing that awful rain of shot and:

"I knew the Yankees were scouring 
all Europe for recruits.

the battle, marie a stand with the 
combined force of the enemy. Gen­ 
eral Banks sent our division, com­ 
posed of two small brigades, under

General Banks was present when

We had gained the victory 
and were waiting impatiently for 
orders to advance and reap the fruits 
of our success, when all of a sudden 
n heavy enfilading fire poured into 
us on our right, which was followed 
rapidly by a fire in our rear.

We were caught be­ 
tween two lines with empty guns.

rounded us, they demanded our sur­

With no other alternative, 
the regiment reluctantly threw down

boxes and before the sun went down

were on our way to the rebel prison.

11/HEN the enemy closed in on us

lie received his first rations of corn 
mrnf from the Confederates he cov- 
ered the flag with meal and in that 


manner carried it till he took sick 
and was taken to the hospital where 
he was kept several weeks. 
But 
through all his sickness he clung to 
the flag. and after a journey of 150 
miles he finally arrived at Camp 
Ford, and delivered the colors to the 
officers of the regiment. A hole was 
then dug inside our shanty and in 
it was buried that “emblem of our 
freedom,-'

stockade were .soldiers and sailors 
who had been in prison for nearly 
two years, and when it was whis­ 
pered about that there was a Union 
Flag in the prison we could not with­ 
stand the pleading of old prisoners 
to let them get a glimpse of the old 
flag. Time and again it was dug up 
from it.* 
hiding place, and after 
stationing guards around our shanty 
to give the alarm in case of danger, 
the old prisoners were permitted to 
go in and take a look at; “Old Glory,'* 
as General Sherman called the flag 
Colonel A J N. Duganne. of the 
176th New York in referring to the 
Incident, writes as follows: 
“I have seen poor comrades in 
Southern captivity creeping out of 
their huts under the darkness of 
midnight, and clustering Together 
like .shadows to surround this treas­ 
ured emblem, kept day by day with 
jealous .secrecy from the search of 
rebel guards. And I have seen those 
loyal and loving soldiers, rough men 
though they were, with tear in their 
eyes and with swelling bosoms, pass 
the precious folds of that cherished 
old flag from lip to lip in holy 
communion of patriotism."

authorities 
got 
an 
inkling 
that 
there was a Union flag in the prison 
One dav. unexpectedly, they marched 
a Texas regiment into the stockade 
and ordered every prisoner out into 
line. After our line was formed they 
went through every shanty in the 
prison and dug up th** floors with 
their bayonets, but they failed to 
find the flag. 
We now had a diffi­ 
cult task bef err us—to find a more 
secure place for the flag before thev 
searched the prison again; but were 
equal to the emergency. That night 
the flag was dug up from its place 
of burial, and Captain James Sowrv 
sewed it in the linings of Captain 
Daniel Gunsullus’ blouse.

lowing day they searched the prison 
again, but we felt that oui treasure 
was secure in its new place of con­ 


cealm ent.

KELPED TREST 
WOUNDED men 


IITIIEN Lee reached Gettysburg on 
ha- invasion into the North, five 
sisters, daughters of Solomon Pow­ 
ers, pioneer resident of the battle­ 
field town, demonstrated an un­ 
bounded loyalty and unselfish ambi­ 
tion to render aid to the sick and 
wounded of both armies, such as 
has never been duplicated. 
The 
sisters were May. Virginia, "Jinny” 
(as she was familiarly knownn Al­ 
ice, Mrs. H. Mc Donnell, the only 
one married at this time, and Lydia. 
From the time blood was first 
spilled on the field of Gettysburg, 
until the last wounded soldier had 
left, the Powers and the McDonnell 
homes were used as hospitals. That 
is, soldiers of the Blue and those 
in Gray found solace and comfort 
as well as medical attention in these 
two dwellings. Tender hands sooth­ 
ed ugly and vicious wounds and the 
cheerful manner in which this aid 
was administered did much toward 
the recovery of so many. 
H. McDonnell, husband of one of 
the sisters, was taken prisoner by 
the Confederates the night of the 


first day s battle, when the invaders 
pushed through the town in pur­ 
suit of the Union forces. 
On July 
4. he was released after he had 
been identified by seine fann-neigh- 
bors. 
He immediately sought his 
family, a wife and two children. He 
found them in the home of his 
father-in-law, huddled in the cellar, 
tending and caring for some 28 1 
wounded soldiers, 


Mrs. McDonnell, along with her 
duties as nurse to the sick and dy­ 
ing. milked cows to feed milk to 
her patients. She cared for all those 
who came to her door. They worked 
haul and tediously at their tasks 
as they bandaged an arm or a leg, 
washed out deep bullet wounds, and 
cared for the soldiers in a worthy 
manner. 
‘‘J,:.ny" who later befame Mrs 
David Smith, had an unusual ex­ 
perience. 
During the course of her 
ministrations, she developed an a d ­ 
miration for a certain Captain R?j 
Holds. 
She admired him tor his 
courage, patience and manliness. 
Of the twenty-eight wounded sol­ 
dier- in the home. several had died 
As they were being carried out for 
burial, "Jinny” noticed 
the form j 
of Captain Reynolds passing her 
Crying, because ct the loss of her 


patient, "Jimmy” took one farewell 
look at the passing form 
Af that 
moment, she screamer] and threw' 
herself 
across the stretcher and 
cried out that there was still life 
in the form. 
The stretcher was returned to tim 
home and ''Jinny" nursed her Cap­ 
tain lover back to health. It looked 
like a war romance. 
Captain Rey­ 
nolds returned on two occasions 
and begged "Jinny” to marry him. 
But "Jinny" had betrothed herself 
lo David Smith whom she later 
married. 
Alice taught school in this dis­ 
trict for forty-nine years after the 
battle. Lydia married John W. Tip­ 
ton, a veteran barber of Gettysburg. 
Mary married J. W. Flaharty.

The man who led the Confed­ 
erates ut Gettysburg revealed in his 
youth a windsome personality. 
His 
well-poised spirit, cheery and brave 
temperam ent, 
and

gave early token of his fundam ental 
qualities, when to these were added 
his singular fitness for the career 
of a soldict and his easy mastery of 
its technical details it is no wonder 
that he won almost ;U the sturt 
the admiring friendship of General 
Scott as well as the confidence of 
his fellow-offlcers. 
In the siege of Vera Cruz, March 
9 to 29, 1847, Lee. a captain of en­ 
gineers, and Meade (who emerged 
from the Military Academy six years 
later than Lee) a brevet first lieu­ 
tenant in the same arm of the 
-service, were closely—associated ^ 
the

operations of 
that 
strenuous m onth of peril and vic­ 
tory, little dreaming th at in a little 
less than sixteen years thence they 
would stand pinnacled jn history 
for all time as the leaders of oppos­ 
ing armies in one of the most crit­ 
ical battles of the century—the bat­ 
tle of Gettysburg. 
Fought in Texas 
In the early fifties. Lee was for 
three years superintendent of the 
academy a t West Point. In 1855 he 
was transferred to the cavalry and 
then saw service 
in Texas.

March IG. 1801 he received his final 
promotion in the old army, the com­ 
mission a. colon el of ti ie First Cav­ 
alry being signed by Abraham Lin­ 
coln. the newly inaugurated presi­ 
dent. 
On April 25 of th at year he 
resigned his place in the United 
States Army, and also declined the 
proffer, as it appears, of the com­ 
mand of the Union army for the 
war, as yet inchoate, and heeded the 
call of Virginia, and then of the 
Confederacy, in 
w h ose service he 
became finally recognized as one of 
the world's greatest generals. 
— I*-*-outwitted aw i hafffed -McClel­ 
lan with little more than half the 


New York, and Brigadier General 
John B. Gordon, of Georgia, is as 
rem arkable a picture of true pa- 
I triotism 
and 
friendliness, 
despite 
adverse opinion, as emerged from 
the Civil War. It immediately com­ 
manded the respect of sympathizers 
of both sides. 
General Barlow was in command 
of a division ol the lith Union 
corps. He was graduated from H ar­ 
vard, refused a commission, enlisted 
as private and won his promotion to 
m ajor general purely upon merit. 
General Gordon was in command 
of Gordon’s brigade of Early’s divi­ 
sion of Ewell’s corps. 
On the afternoon of July I, 1803, 
General Barlow, while engaged in 
battle with Gordon’s outfit at B ar­ 
low's Knoll, west of the Harrisburg 
road, about one mile from G ettys­ 
burg, was struck by a shell. 
He fell 
from his horse and lay in a heap 
atop the knoll from which his troops 
were driven by Gordon and his men. 
Barlow’s men believed him dead. 
When Gordon rode by he perceived 
life in the heap and recognizing an 
officer of equal rank, dismounted 
and inquired if he could be of any 
assistance during his last moments. 
Gordon believed Barlow was dying. 
Barlow asked th at his wife. a nurse 
with the Union forces, be informed 
of his plight. 
Under a flag of truce, two soldiers 
from Gordon's staff rode through

husband atop the knoll. 
Mrs. Bar- 
low saw a faint hope and asked that 
her husband be removed to a farm 
house, new known as the M cllhenny 
farm , still standing on the H arris­ 
burg road. 
Under the gentle and tender care 
of his wife and the constant adm in­ 
istration of a nurse’s hands, G en­ 
eral Barlow recovered and lived. 
Later General Barlow heard of 
the death of a General Gordon and 
silently mourned *the loss of a m an 


whom he looked upon as a warm 
friend. 
Gordon believed th at Bar- 
low had died from his wounds. 
At the close of the war. Barlow 
rose to prominence and became a t­ 
torney general ol New York. 
The 
General Gordon whose death was 
reported during the war, was not 
the Gordon of Barlow s Knoll fame. 
Instead 
General 
Gordon 
fought 
through the war, as did Barlow, and 
later became governor of Georgia. 
Twenty years later at a banquet 
of Union and Confederate soldiers 
in Washington, Attorney General 
Barlow and Governor Gordon were 
on the program as speakers. 
Each

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MEADE HEADED 
NORTHERN ARMY 
NEARLY 2 YEARS 


ENERAL George G ordon Meade, 
leader of the Arm y of the Poto­ 
m ac nearly two years including the 
battle of G ettysburg, was born in 
Cadiz, Spain, December 31, 
1815. 
His father was at th a t tim e naval 
agent for the United S tates and also 
was engaged in business there. 
In 
1820 the family moved to America 
and after spending some tim e in 
W ashington, moved to Philadelphia. 
Meade 
graduated 
from 
West 
Point, a brevet second lieutenant of 
artillery. July I. 
1835. 
He spent 
two years in the 
w ar w ith th e 
Seminoles and th mr resigned to e n ­ 
ter government service as a civil 
engineer in a survey of the Mis­ 
sissippi delta. 
He re-entered the 
arm y in 1842 as a lieutenant of 
topographical engineers. 
He served in the occupation of 
Texas and in the Mexican war and 
won his brevet as first lieutenant. 
"for gallant conduct in the several 
conflicts at M onterey.” 
From the close of the Mexican 
war to the outbreak of the Civil 
war, Meade was engaged in the oc­ 
cupation of building lighthouses. He 
attained his captaincy in 1856. 
He 
was made brigadier general August 1 


31. 1861. and was placed in com ­ 
m and oi a brigade. M eade was th en 
promoted from brigade to division 
com m and and then to head of the 
Fifth Army corps. 
He was severely 
wounded at Glendale on the P en in ­ 
sula. 
He became m ajor general of 
volunteers on November 29, 1862; 
brigadier general in 1863 and m ajor 
general In 1864. 


T he presence of G ra n t with the 
Army of the Potomac from the op­ 
ening of the W ilderness cam paign 
was a complication and an em b ar­ 
rassm ent to all concerned, although 
Meade was continued at the head 
an d G ra n t’s orders usually went 
through him to the forces employed. 
History records the fact th a t in as­ 
sociation with G rant, George G o r­ 
don Meade was the m an who led 
the Army of the Potom ac to its 
crowning trium ph. 
A cruel blow—alm ost a death blow 
to M eade’s high-strung and sensitive 
soul, was the appointm ent of S hell I 
dan to the vacated post of lieuten­ 
an t general of the army, a crowning 
honor which was clue Meade as the 
senior m ajor general. 
G eneral Meade in his personal 
appearance was the em bodim ent of 
knightly and scholarly leadership; 
he was tall and rath er spare, and in 
spite of a slight stoop of the shoul­ 
ders, endowed with a com m anding 
mien; his piercing eye, R om an nose, 
dignified presence, pallid com plex­ 
ion. full an d rath er straggly beard, 
and quick, alert habit, giving taken 
of the salient phases of his c h a r­ 
acter.

His rifle lay across the top of the 
stone, the butt against his shoul­ 
der, one arm extended along the 
barrel, while the o th er arm , crooked, 
with finger on trigger, was still in 
position. 
Officials asserted th a t a 
shell exploding nearby or overhead 
had caused concussion, resulting In 
his death.

ca. 
Five years later she married 
Bernardo 
Tebe 
in 
Philadelphia, j 
<The nam e Tebe is listed by Bates 
in his history of the Tw enty-sev­ 
enth, company I. as Bernard Tape, 
mustered in June I. 1861, mustered 
out June ll. 1864.) 
Tebe wanted to 
leave his wife at home to manage 
the small tailor shop, but she re­ 
fused to stay and went out with the 
regiment as a vivandiere. 
‘ Her uniform was similar to that j 
of the women who followed the j 
eagles of France. 
She wore a blue 
zouave jacket, a short skirt trimmed 
with red braid, which reached to I 
just below the knees, and red trous- j 
ers over a pair of boots.

Under Fire 13 Times 
“She purchased a store of tobacco, j 
cigars, hams and other things not 
issued by the governm ent and sold 
them to the soldiers.

a thriving trade selling contraband 
whiskey.

She was in the first battle of Bull 
Run. 
witnessed 
the 
slaughter at 
Fair Oaks 
and 
cam paigned 
with 
McClellan near Richmond.

the regiment was not in action she j 
cooked, washed and mended for the j 
men. 
“She drew the pay of a soldier 
and was allowed 25 cents per day 
extra for hospital and headquarters I 
services making her pay $21.45 per ; 
month for over two years. 
Then 1 
some friction in the Paymaster's D e­ 
partment about the enlistm ent of 
a woman stopped her pay, but did 
not dampen her patriotism.

continued selling goods to the sol­ 
diers and $5 per pint for whiskey 
was not an unusual price.

letter from Colonel Collis 
dated December 21, 1862. thanking 
her for bravery at Fredericksburg.

slaughter a soldier crawled into the 
lines of the 114th and asked for 
‘French Mary.’ as the woman was 
called. 
He said that a member of 
his regiment, the 27th, which was 
nearby, was dying and begging his 
comrades to bring ‘French Mary’ J 
to him. 
W ith bullets flying around 
her, she found the man and recog­ 
nised her husband. 
He died in her

body out of the range of the fire, j 
she saw that it was buried and then 
went back to her regiment. 
“Colonel Collis’ young orderly fell 
in love with her. proposed and was 
accepted. 
They were married by 
the chaplin at Culpeper. Virginia, 
and the ceremony was interrupted 
by sharp orders to move, anti they 
failed to get a marriage certificate. 
She remained with the regiment 
until lier husband was mustered 
out.

The famous Peach Orchard, which 
was owned by Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Sherfy at the time of the battle, is 
located at the intersection of the 
Emmitsburg road and the W heat­ 
field road, about two miles south­ 
west of town.

It had rained heavily the night 
of July 3 and continued to do so 
the following day, Sunday.

diately after mass Sunday m orning 
the Rev. Jam es Francis Burlando. 
with 12 sisters, left Emmitsburg for 
the battlefield. 
Their carriage was alm ost set fire 
by Union scouts who were suspicious 
of everything. 
However, the dress 
of the sisters finally convinced them 


I to the extent that t hey sent an es- 
; coit to guide the carriage through 
j the heavy muck. 
The work they did in patiently 
serving t h e h u n d r e d s of wounded 
men was magnificent to watch. The 
I men grew to love them and have 
j complete faith anti ease when they 
were near.

The Confederate veteran said his 
name was Harris and lie lived in 
Augusta Georgia. 
He also disclosed

Confederate 
told the following story: 
“At a place called Caledonia, m id­ 
way 
between 
Chambersburg

Gettysburg, we camped and while 
there a little child wandered In 
among the tents. Some of our com ­ 
pany took charge of the little one. 
It wasn't long until a woman came 
inside the camp, crying and saying: 
Borne of you have stolen my child!* 
The man who had taken charge of 
the little one walked up to her and 
said, Madame, w hy are you crying! 
The woman answered and said, You 
imve stolen my child!' 
The soldier 
answered her by saying. 
Madame, I 
we did not steal your child, it came 
wandering into the camp and of j 
course we took charge of her.

Madame, we enjoyed her company 
very much as we too have little ones

F ifth M aine B attery. 
At the tim e 
of his enlistm ent he was 18 years j 
of age. 
He was the fifth to enlist I 
from the sta te under the call for 
troops in 1861. 
Four brothers also 
enlisted, two of whom were killed 
and two w ere wounded. 
He took 
part in all th e battles of the Army 
of th e Potom ac from Bull R un to ! 
G ettysburg. 
He never aspired to 
rank, and w as contented in sim ply 
being cannoneer number one of th e j 
F ifth M aine B attery. 
For nearly three years he w ent 
through th e arduous cam paigns of 
his battery w ithout a scratch only 
to be b attered and broken by the 
explosion of a C onfederate shell on 
the afternoon of July 2. 
T he position held by the battery j 
is shown by a m onum ent erected by j 
th e state on Stevens Knoll, and it 
was there th a t C annoneer Chase, j 
while serving his guns in the a r­ 
tillery duel w ith L atim er’s guns on 
B enner's Hill, was wounded. 
W hile 
In the act cl ram m ing home a shell, 
u shell from L atim er’s line fell near 
C hase 
and 
exploded. 
The 
frag- ' 
m erits scattered in all directions. 
His right arm was blown off and his 
left eye torn from its socket. 
His 
breast arid shoulders were gashed 
w ith wounds. 
He was carried to the ' 
rear by his com rades, who believed 
he 
was dead 
W hen 
the 
burial j 
party carne to bury th e dead they 1 
were surprised to find th a t C hase J 
had regained consciousness and was j 
still alive, and in a weak voice Rak­ 
ed : 
* Did we win the b attle?” 
^ 
"Did we win the b attle?” 
Mr. C hase recovered and lived for 
a num ber of years after the war. 
It 
is believed th a t he attended the 50th 
anniversary of the b attle here in 
1913, but th a t fact has not been 
verified.

BLISS HOUSE AND

T 
HE B liss house and barn were 
located midway between the op ­ 
posing lines of battle on Cemetery 
Ridge on the east and Sem inary 
Ridge on the west. The Union line 
on the east was held by Hay s D i­ 
vision of Hancock’s Corps, and the 
Confederate line on the west w as 
held by H eth’s Division of H ill’s 
Corps. 
The marker that was placed to 
show the site of the buildings is 
visible 
from 
the 
position 
of 
the 
Twelfth New Jersey regiment at the 
Bryan House and for some distance 
farther south on Hancock Avenue, 
by looking west toward Sem inary 
Ridge. 


These buildings were the scene of 
two sharp engagements; the first on 
the evening of the second day, and 
the other about noon of the third 
day. 
They were occupied by Con­ 
federate sharpshooters and some 
other troops, who were very trouble­ 
some on Hay’s front. 
The first attack was made by the 
Twelfth New Jersey and this was 
followed by the 14th Connecticut 
who burned the buildings. 
The site of the buildings was pur­ 
chased by Fourteenth Connecticut, 
but they generously accorded to the 
State Commission of the State of 
New Jersey the right to erect a 
marker there by the 12th New Jer­ 
sey regiment.

A JOR Calvin Gilbert, G et­ 
tysburg's only living vet­ 
eran and who will be IOO on 
April 8 of next year, recalls the 
formation of a company of men 
in Gettysburg prior to the start 
of the war. 
They were known 
as the Gettysburg Blues and 
about 50 men were headed by 
Captain 
Charles 
A. 
Buehler. 
When war broke out this com­ 
pany answered the first call and 
was intact for three m onths’ 
service. 
M ajor Gilbert was ill at the 
time and was delayed several 
days in joining them, but when 
hr had done so they sent him 
home for he was not yet able 
for 
the 
strenuous 
conditions 
which 
they 
would 
encounter. 
After the three-month period 
was gone the men split and 
joined various companies In the 
Union army. 
After 15 months of service as 
a private in West Virginia, M a­ 
jor Gilbert was made Captain 
Commissary by President Lin- 
min. 
His nrw duty was to pro­ 
vide the rations for the troops 
with which he was affiliated. 
His service took him to many 
of the important battles in the 
war but he was stationed in 
Washington during the time of 
the battle of Gettysburg.

JAMES GETTYS! Anniversary Coin 


CREDITED WITH 
FOUNDING TOWN 


QAM UBL and Isabella Gettys, fa- 
ther and mother of James Get­ 
tys, the man who laid out the town 
and formed Gettysburg and county 
seat, emigrated from Donegal, Ire­ 
land about 1740. first locating in 
I ancaster 
county. 
Pennsylvania. 
They spent about twenty-five years 
farming in that county. During this 
stay, Jam es Gettys, the son, was 
born—August 4, 1759. 
In that period of time the father 
heard of the fine farming section, j 
Maske Manor. Because of the ad- : 
vantageous arrangements that could j 
be made with the Penn owners as ! 
to the farmlands in that vicinity of | 
Gettysburg, Samuel Gettys resolved 
to go w’est of the Susquehanna river 
and take up farming in Maske Man- j 
or. 
The church and the religious 
influence of the neignbors lured 
him to the locality of Gettysburg. 
Family Moved 
Tile farm of 250 acres which the j 
father had warranted to him in 1765 j 
was to the north and east of the 
town, out the Rock Creek way. After 
preparing the grounds, getting in 
the first crops, and building a log 
dwelling house, the family moved 
to the locality about 1767. 
Jam es j 
Gettys was eight years old when he I 
saw Gettysburg for the first time. 
It is surmised that the Gettys 
family belonged to the Rock Creek 
Reformed Church congregation and 
helped build the church on the 
David Dunwoody farm for the Rev. 
Alexander Dobbin in 1773. 
Residents in the vicinity of Rock I 
Creek were the nearest neighbors of ! 
the Gettys family at that time as 
the father's farm lay in an outlying 
position far from the center of the 
roads. 
Following their 1767 appearance 
in this section the Gettys family 
had planned to lay out a town. 
James Gettys grew up with this 
idea 
The center of this tewn was 
laid at the intersection of tile many 
road< which entered and diverged to j 
the north, south, east and west. A 
record of this plan was entered at 
Harrisburg in 
1780. 
Some time 
after that it was called Gettysburg, 
presumably after James Gettys, the 
man who planned it. History shows 
that in 1787 the Rev. Alexander 
Dobbin gave a marriage certificate 
in which it named Gettistown. 


Bought Land 
After James Gettys drew the plan 
of the town, he was not satisfied 
with the position of his fathers 
farm, so on April 17, 1787. he bought 
from the Penns 116 acres in the 
center of the town, on the most 
prominent streets. He intended to 
divide the property into lots. 
After getting settlement on his 
ground, he laid out his lots on the 
most conspicuous streets — York, 
Carlisle, Chambersburg. Baltimore, J 
Middle and High. 
He introduced 
the twelve-foot alley which remains 
to this day as part of the layout of 
this borough. 
In the courthouse in Book A. page 
174. is the deed from James Gettys 
to the Rev, Alexander Dobbin, for 
one of the lots. 
In this deed the 
town is called Gettysburg!!. 
Begin Building 
After plotting his lots and turning 
I rom fanner into the real estate 
business and 
real estate owner, 
Jam es commenced to build. 
First 
he built a log dwelling house for 
his parents and himself; next he 
built a trading store which proved 
profitable. 
Some time later, after 
observing 
that 
many 
strangers 
passed through Hie town, he built 
an inn or tavern. All the buildings 
were of log construction, as the 
whole area was covered with forests. 
When James’ father died in 1790.

mg its new position at the Cemetery 
Hill which afterwards baffled all 
our efforts to take. 
The very bat­ 
teries which we had run off and 
which we saw them take off through 
Gettysburg, were the first to fire 
a shot from their new position. 
The very infantry that we had run 
from the stone walls that surround 
Gettysburg were the first to form 
a line of battle in their new position. 
The first shell fired by them from 
that position was aimed at my Bri­ 
gade. I suppose you will be curious 
to know where Anderson was and 
why he was out of the way at so im­ 
portant a juncture. 
His failure to 
be up was the cause of the failure 
of the campaign. 
I know he had 
camped some miles in our rear that j 
night preceding the battle, but I 
know not why. 
It may have been 
General Hill’s fault and it may have 
been the fault of Anderson himself. 
I saw nothing of him until the j 
next day. 
Longstreet was out of J 
the way and was not seen on the I 
field until the next day. Ewell, as 
will always be the case with him, j 
was In good time, but he had to at- j 
tack the enemy in a strong position * 
on his right, on our left, and was I 
held in check for a long time.

Fought Well 
The opinion seems to prevail that 
the Yankees fought better and our 
own troops worse than usual at 
Gettysburg. This I think is a mis­ 
take. 
The Yankees fought credit­ 
ably to be sure, and I do not think 
our army ever fought better. 
In 
fact I saw and heard of more acts of 
individual 
heroism 
than 
in any 
former battle. I know' so far as our 
Brigade is concerned, it never fought 
so well. 
It has always done its 
duty, true enough, but in this in­ 
stance it showed more dash and 
fought more desperately and more 
effectively than ever before. It now 
stands second to no Brigade in this 
Army.

body of 14 of his townsmen, went 
out to do battle with the enemy. 
Before his party nan proceeded far 
they met some Union scouts and 
were ordered back. 
A few days later General Early 
arrived with his division and took 
possession of the town. 
He needed 
supplies and demanded them from 
the town. 
Burns, as an officer of 
the town, was furious, and was so 
violent in his language to the C on­ 
federate: th a t Early held him under 
arrest for two days. 
Then Early 
and his division departed and Burns 
was free. 
It was on Sunday morning that. 
Burns got his liberty. That evening 
he captured two Confederates, one 
carrying dispatches from General 
Ewell to Genet a1 Early, and the 
other a trooper who laid lagged be­ 
hind 
These lie put in the Gettys­ 
burg jail 
The next morning he 
captured a guerilla and threw him 
in jail too. 
On Tuesday, June 30, a Federal 
Cavalry force under General Buford 
arrived in Gettysburg, and after 
resting in the streets for several 
hours, moved out to M cPherson’s 
farm and encamped. The two great 
armies now were almost in touch of 
each other and it was apparent that 
in and about Gettysburg a momen­ 
tous battle was to be fought. 
Buford, Hill Open Battle 
B 
UFORD had taken a position 
commanding all the highways 
entering Gettysburg from the north 
and west, and it was General A I’ 
Hill's attack on him that opened 
the battle of Gettysburg. 
Buford’s 
men fought dismounted, and the 
Confederates, 
thinking 
it 
was 
a 
heavy infantry force, moved slowly. 
But for this tact and the timely a r­ 
rival of R eyn old s, Buford certainly 
would have been crushed. 
Buford 
had been fighting desperately for 
two hours and was preparing to re­ 
tire to Cemetery Hill, when he was 
overjoyed to see the corps flag of 
General Reynolds. The two generals 
held a hasty consultation. Reynolds, 
with his staff, had been riding far 
rn advance of his men. 
“I hope you can hold out until my 
corps comes up,” said Reynolds, as 
he started back on tile winding, 
roundabout road through Gettysburg 
to meet his men, who were a mile 
beyond the town.

He had not been at the fence long

Willoughby Run an officer on a 
handsome gray horse was seen lead­ 
ing, his men.

done while stationed at the fence. 
Someone else told how he had di­ 
rected Reynold’s corps by a short 
cut and helped to save Buford’s 
from disaster. 
A captain and a 
lieutenant cam e and questioned the 
old man B urns confessed th at what 
they had heard was true. 
As a result of his confession he 
was condemned to be shot, and two 
riflemen were sent to carry the sen­ 
tence into effect. 
B um s had been 
taken to an upper room of his house 
and placed on a bed 
Downstairs 
every foot of available space was 
occupied by a wounded soldier. The 
m en sent to dispatch the old man, 
saw th at a house across the street

as he is there before you is revolt­ 
ing work. 
So they went across the 
street and from an upper story 
window they fired at a figure in the 
bed. 
The old man knew w hat they 
were about, and the same love of 
life, tile same cunning th at led him 
to strip himself of cartridges and 
gun on the battlefield led him not 
to do a thing that was almost as 
perilous as to take chances with two 
more bullets. 
Desperately wounded 
as he was he rolled himself out of 
the bed and crawled into an a d ­ 
joining room. 
The marksmen fired, but the bul­ 
lets did not find the hum an target. 
The men had to hurry away, for 
this was the third day of the battle 
and preparations were being m ade 
for retreat. 
They did not stop to 
make 
sure 
their bullets 
reached 
home, 
It m attered little to them 
one way or the other, for th a t was 
a sad day to the men of the South. 
P ickett’s brave men had been torn 
to fragm ents in one of the most 
magnificent and useless charges in 
the history of war, the high hopes 
of the South had been shattered, 
the invasion of the North had failed 
and the star of the South had be­ 
gun to set. So what did the life of 
one poor old bullet riddled m an sig­ 
nify to them ? 
It was a long time before John 
B urns left his bed after th at day, 
but when he did he resumed his old 
habits. 
W ith a new frock coat and 
a new white fur hat that some one 
had sent from the great city of 
New York, and with a new badge, 
he again became the active and 
positive representative of govern­ 
m ent in historic Gettysburg.

other. As guns have improved, they!

The soldier fin France, despite 
poison gas and airplanes, fought 
hi the safest war in history. 
In 
the Meuse-Argonne, with 1.000,000 


Americans in 
battle, 
18,000 were 
killed in 18 days of hard fighting, 
or about one soldier out of each 
1.000 engaged a day. 
During the W orld war, 28,000 rifle 
and machine gun bullets were fired 
for each soldier killed. 
In the Franco-G erm an war of 
1870, eighty pounds of artillery' were 
required to kill a soldier. 
In the 
Russian-Japanese war of 1904-1905, j 
the number of shells fixed for each 
death from artillery had increased 
to 150. In the W orld war, the esti­ 
m ate is th a t this num ber had in­ 
creased to 860. 
According to these figuses, we 
m ust come to the conclusion th at J 
the old style of hand-to-hand fight­ 
ing is worse than present m eth­ 
ods.

tom an. herself the mother of a sol­ 
ing 
boy.

he war continued, moved about the j 
lospitals of the army, a blessing, a 
oinfort and a hope to thousands of 
he weary sufferers. 
Mrs 
Lee was at Gettysburg as 
soon as the cannon smoke had

HE group represents General Lee 
in uniform, sitting bareheaded 
and alert, but calm and impressive, 
astride Traveler, his favorite mount. 
At the base of the pedestal is a 
group of seven figures, indicating 
the three types of cavalry, infantry 
and artillery, which composed the 
arm y of northern Virginia. 
The collective and individual fig­ 
ures of this group give some idea 
cf 
tile 
terrific 
conditions 
under 
which Pickett s division fought, and 
the mighty purpose with which it 
battled is plainly m arked on the 
lace and in the bearing of each 
model soldier. 
After viewing the 
group it is not difficult to picture 
the 
conflict 
in 
the 
Gettysburg 
Wheatfield on th at never to be for­ 
gotten July 2nd and 3rd, 1863. 
Of the seven characters of the 
group two are youths; the one on 
the extreme right is a bugler of 
artillery, and the other mere boy, 
mounted so valiantly on the horse 
in the center, represents a cavalry 
color bearer. 
Im m ediately to the 
left of the horse is a character 
which 
suggests 
the 
prosperous 
banker, or business m an, and be­ 
tween him and tile bugler boy is 
the fanner, fighting 
shoulder 
to 
shoulder with hts brother aristocrat. 
On the right of the horse a sol­ 


dier. with arm y revolver pointed 
ahead, 
has 
his 
eyebrows 
drawn 
sharply together, as if measuring 
carefudy the distance to some hu­ 
man target. 
Once an artist, he is

all soldier, a 
sweaty, reeky, 
powder-stained warrior. 
Next to 
him 
the 
brawny,

There is the stern, contemplating 
look of the professional man in the 
last figure, which is shown biting 
off the end of a cartridge. 


Under the hoofs of a horse which 
seems to be keenly .scenting the b a t­ 
tle smoke is a shattered cannon, a 
broken wheel, a discarded knapsack, 
an exploded shell and the swab no 
longer of use.
